Secondly, Although the former Debaſe- 
ments of the Coins by Publick Authority, 
eſpecially thoſe- in the Reigns of King 
Henry the Eighth, and King Edward the 
Sixth, might be projected for the: Profit of 
the Crown; and the Projectors might mea- 
ſure that Profit by the exceflive Quantities 
of Allay that were mixt with the Silver or 
the Gold: And although this was Enter- 
prized by a Prince who could ſtretch his 
Prerogative very far upon his People; and 
was done in Times when this Nation had 
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very little Commerce, Inland or Foreign, 
ro be injured or prejudiced thereby : Yet 
Experience preſently fhewed that the - 
Proje&ors were miſtaken, and that it was 
abſolutely neceſlary to have the baſe Mo- 
neys reformed ; the doing whereof was 
begun by King Erward the Sixth himſelf, 
carried on by King Philip and Queen 
Mary, and happily finiſhed ( though not 
without great' Charge, Vexation and Trou- 
ble, the only Offspring of ſuch Deſigns) 
by Quieen Elizabeth, who ( as is noted-a- 
bove ) in the Third Year of her Reipn, 
when Money was not plentiful, Erected 
a Diſtin& Mint in the Tower, to convert 
the Baſe ( tiot Contiterfeit Money ) into 
Sterling. 

Thirdly, Becauſe making of Bafe Mo- 
neys will Diſgrace this Government in 
future Generations, the Criticks in every 
Age beitip apt to Eſtimate the Goodnels 
or Badneſs of Ancietit Governments by 
their Coin, as hath been done, eſpecially 
in the Caſe of the Romans; and a Tempta= 
tion of this kind ought not to be left for 
future Apes, to the prejudice of the Ho- 
nour'sf the preſent King.

That 
reckoning on the one fide. the Value: of

or. by ſuch a Protedtion of our Frade, as 
will, render our Exportations as' large as 
they uſed to be in times of Peace.

the ſame. Place whore the Coins-are made: 
Currant, or an Extrinfick Denomination 
very: near that Price : It being moſt evi 
dent, i That if the Value of the Silver in 
the Coms thould ( by: any Extrinfick De- 
nomination): be Raiſed ove the Value, 
ar! d Market Price of the ſame Silver, redu- 
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TRE the Old Foot of Sixty. Pence 
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uthcieptly .Proyes, hat & the. Medivm pro- 
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Troy. That Five Shillings Coin'd upon 
the Foot hereby Propoſed, will acually 
contain more real and Intriniick Value 
of Silver by a great deal, than 1 1n the 
Currant Moneys now commonly Applied 
to the Payment of the {aid Rents, Reve- 
nucs and Debts, upon which the 1magina= 
ry Lols is Apprehended, and in Reaſon 
will and ought ro go further to all Intents 
and Purpoſes, than Five Shillings 1n Clipt 
Moncys, or in the Sixth Part of a Guinea, 
doth or can go; which will be better un-= 
derſtood, when the Miſchiefs of theſe 
Clipt Moneysand Guineas come to be Ex- 
plain'd in rhe Third Chapter. And laſt- 
ly, That as the Foot or Foundation here- 
by Propoſed, for the Courle of the Mo- 
neys, will be Juſt and Reaſonable, with 
regard to the Price of Silyer, and more 
Advantagious to the Receivers thereoi, 
than Payment in Clipt Moneys or Gold 
at the preſent Price ; fo every Perlon that 
thall Receive any Money Coin'd or made 
Currant upon this New Foot, will have 
the Paymenc , Iffuing and Expenditure 
thereof at the fame Rate. And 1t 15 
ircely {ſubmitted ro Impartial Judgments, 
: whethet 
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whether the propos'd Advance of Silver 
in the Coins can infer a Real Loſs upon 
any Perſons, other than ſuch as can pro- 
pole to themſelves particularly che Receipt 


of Moneys in Weighty or Unclipt Pieces 


only, and the Converſion thereot to an 
Advantage, which Law or Reaſon would 
not allow them. 

Secondly, The Value of the Silver 1n 
the Coin ought to be Raiſed, to encou- 
rage the bringing of Bullion to the Mint 
to be Coin'd. It 1s a Matter of Fa& 
well known to your Lordlhips, and ({ by 
the ſmall Number of the Pieces of the 
preſent King, or of His Majelty and the 
Dececas'd Queen) it is perceivable by eve- 
ry body elle, that ſince Bullion hath born 
a greater Price than Silver in the Coin, 
there has been none brought to the Mint 
to he Coind, either by Importers or o- 
thers, unleſs ſome {mall Parcels, that were 
Seiz d or {ent thither by Publick Authority. 
And it is utterly againſt Reaſon for an 
Man to think, that any Bullion of Silver 
will be carried thither voluntarily to be 
Coin'd, till the Value of Silver Coin'd be 
Ra ed, ar leaſt as high as the Value of 
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Silver in Bullion. By the propos'd Ad- 
vance to Six Shillings and Three Pence, 
the Sterling Silver 1n the Coins will be ſer 
at Six Shillings and Five Pence Halt-peny 
per Ounce, which will exceed the preſent 
Price of Sterling i in Bullion by One Halt- 
peny per Ounce, and give (though by a 
fall Profit) an Encouragement to thoſe 
that have Engliſh Silver or Plate, and par- 
ticularly to the Retailers of Wine, Beer, 
Ale and other Liquors , (whoſe Tank- 
ards and other Veſtelsare herein after Pro- 
pos'd to be brought in) and generally to 
all thoſe that have or can have Silver Im- 
ported, to carry the fame to the Mint to 
be Coin'd. And this will be agreeable to 
the Policy that in paſt Ages (as hath been 
obicrved upon the aforeſaid Deduction ) 
hath been Pradtiſed not only in our Mint, 
but in the Mints of all Politick Gantt 
ments, namely, to Raiſe the Value of 
Silvew in the Coin, to Promote the Work 
of the Mint. 

Thirdly, The Raiſing the Value of the 
Silver in the Coin, will increaſe the whole 
Species in Tale, and thereby make it 

more comme.:ſurate to the general need 
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thereof, for carrying on the Common 
Traftick and Commerce of the Nation, 
and to anſwer the Payments on the nu- 
merous Contracts, Securities, and other 
daily Occaſions, requiring a larger Supply 
of Money for that purpoſe. This Rea- 
{on may be farther Illuſtrated, by conſi- 
dering that the want of a ſufficient Stock 
of Money, hath been rhe chief Cauſe of 
Introducing ſo much Paper Credit ( which 
1s at beſt hazardous, and.may be carried 
too far ) and the Setting up of Offices, 
both in City and Country , for Bartering 
of Goods or Permutations. 

Fourthly, Fhe Si]ver in the Old Unclipt 
Moneys, and in the New Coins now Pro- 
pos'd to be made, ought to be Raiſed (as 
{ haveoffered ) Equally, to avoid Coniu- 
fion and Uncertainty in Payments : For it |. 
Pieces, having the ſame Bigneſs, ſhould 
have different Values, it might be ditticult 
for the Common People (elpecially thole 
not skilled in Arithmetick ) ro Compute 
how many of one kind will be equal to 
the Sum of another ; and there might be 
ſome Diſpute about the Lawtul Money of 
England , to be Paid upon Mortgages, | 
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Bonds, Contratts, or other Legal Securt- 
rres referring thereunto. 

Fifthly, The Foot of Six Shillings and 
Three Pence for the Crown, here Propos d, 
will not only be ſaineble ro the preſent 
Rate of Bullion, but it happens ro be 
fuch a Sum as 1s 'Deviſcable into a great 
Number of Aliquot or other Integral 
Parts, to ſerve ſor the leſſer Coins before 
Propos d, ſo that none of them will come 
torch in any Fractional Part of a Farthing, 
which will obviate mach Perplexity a= 
moneſt the Common People : And I think 
there is ſcarce any other Sum near it that 1s 
Deviſeable in hke manner. 

Sixthly, By this Proje&,all Computati- 
ons tn Pounds, Shillings and Pence, uſed in 
Accounts; and the Reckonings by Pounds, 
Marks, Half. Marks, Shillings and Pence, 
practiſed 11 the Law of England, and in 
the Records, Contracts and other Inſtru- 
ments, relating therennto, will be Preler- 
ved as they ought to be. 

Seventhly, By this Merhod, the bringing 
in of the preſent Unclipt Coins, to be cut 
into lefler Pieces, are red needleſs; 


which Speies being at _ ( tor the 
"on moſt 
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moſt part ) Hoarded, will, upon Raiſing 
their Value, come forth, and go a great 
way towards Supplying the Commerce 
and other Occaſions, whilſt the New Mo- 
ney 1s making. And I think it will be 
Granted to be utterly 1impoſiible, 1n this 
time of War, to Re-Coin the Clipt Mo- 
neys, if at the lame time the Unclipt ſhall 
be brought in to be new Cut ; or if the 
Unclipt Pieces ſhould not ( by ſuch an 
Encouragement ) be brought forth to 
Supply the Commerce, Pay Taxes, and 
ſerve other Occaſions in the mean time. 
Ezghthly, It is difficult to Conceive, how 


any Deſign of Amending the Clipt Mo- | 


neys can be. compaſled, without Raifing 
the Value of the Silver remaining in them, 
becauſe of the great Deficiency of the Sil- 
ver Clipt away 3 which ( upon Re-Com- 
ing ) muſt neceflarily be Detrayed or Born 
one way or other. 

Ninthly, As our Unclipt Moneys, and 
the New Coins here Propos'd to be made, 
will, by the former Propoſition, retain the 
Ancient Sterling, or Old Right Standard of 
the Mint for Fineneſs and Purity ( the 
Alteration of which could never be Juſt

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fed by any Neceſlity ;) ſo by this Propo- 
ſition they will both Continue the Preſent 
Standard of the Mint in the Weight or 
Bigneſs of the reſpective Pieces, without 
being cut into Leſs, as they have for- 
merly been ( the New Shilling only ex- 
cepted:) Theſe Propoſitions indeed, deal- 
ing with nothing but the very Value of the 
Silver in the Coins, to make it equal tothe 
Currant Price of our own Bullion or S1]- 
ver in Maſs, with a very little Excels, to 
wir, of an Half-peny in an Ounce, to 
encourage the Cotnage, and to make it 
bear the like Reaſon or Proportion to the 
Price of Foreign Moneys now Currant 
amongſt us; Namely, the Pillar Dollars, 
which go at Seven Shillings and a Peny 
per Ounce, and Sevil and Mexico Dollars 
at Seven Shillings per Ounce, and to ef- 
tet an equality in all Pieces, having 
the ſame Extrinfick Denomination, and 
thereby co cure ſuch Milchiets relating to 
our Coin, as are not to be Parallel'd in the 
Records of former Ages : Which Raiſed 
Values may be Lowered again by the Wil- 
dom and Authority of Parliament, when 


che Wealth of the Nation ſhall (by Gods 
F Bletling 
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| Bleſſing ) be Re-efrablifht without Tron- 
| ble or Charge of Re-coining or Cutting 
the Silver Picccs iaro other Sizes. 

As to the Gold Coins which are now 
almoſt wholly Reduced or Converted 1n- 
fo the Pieces | called Grinead's and Half- 

_ Grineas, they were firſt Coin'd by King 
Charles the Second, rot long aiter the Re- 
ftxuration ; and were ordained to &O at 
the Rates of Twenty Shillings for the 
Gumea, and Ten Shillings tor the Halt- 
Guinea ; but] donor remember that they 
ever patled at{olittle, as the Prices which 

were then fet Upon "them: becauſe our 
Nation has been always too apt to over- 
value its Gold. Ard at this time the Gui- 
nea runs for Thirty Shillings, alrhough 
the Gold of it (it it were carried to Spain, 

Traly, Barbary, and ſome other Placcs of 
the World) would not Purchaſe fo mach 
Silver there, as 15 equal to the Standard 
of Four of our Crowns, or Twenty Shil- 
lings. And here it isnecetlary for me to Ob- 
ſerve, That if the Gold had Advanced pro- 
portionably with the Silver, then becouſe 
as Five Shillings ( the Standard Value 'of 
the Silver in a Growa.) 1s to Six Shillings 
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and Two Pence Halftpeny , the preſent 
Value of the ſame Silver in Mak, fo 
Twenty Shillings {the Standard Valae 6f 
the Gold m Gtinea )) 18 to Twenty four 
Shillings and Ten Pence ; It ſhould fol+ 
low by Reaſon that a Guinea ar this 
day ſhould go for about Twenty font 
Shillings and Ten Pence, but it apparent- 
ly runs tor about Five Shillings more, 1{o 
that in the time that the Silver in a Crown 
is Riſen about a Fifth part, the 'Gold in a 
Guinea 1s Riſen in a much greater propor- 
tion, namely, a compleat Third'part. Which 
Advance of Five Shillings in a Qainea 
(over and above the proportionable Rite 
which it ſhonld have had to make it kee 
pace with 'the Silver ) is exceedingly de- 
trimental to our Nation at this Day (5 
will be hercafrer ſherwed more at large: ) 
And fecing it can be attributed ro nothing 
but the preſent Badneſs of our Silver 
Coins, which arc to exceedingly Counter- 
teited, and Clipr, that the Common Peo- 
ple will take Guineas almoft at any Rate, 
Tarher than ſtand the hazard and vexation 
of {uch Silver Moneys as are now'Ctittarte 

amongſt''thtm : T am*therefore tumibly 
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of Opinion, That altering the preſent Stan- 
dard of our Gold Coins (which preſcribes 
Twenty two Carats Fine, and Two Ca- 
rats Allay, and that Fourty four Gui- 
neas and an Half ſhall be cut from a Pound 
Weightof ſuch Gold ) would avail no- 
thing. And that the only remedy to fix 
tuele Gold Coins upon a right Foot, will 
be the Re-eſtabliſhnent of the Silver | 
Coins, which ( as ſoon as Atchieved ac- | 
cording to theſe Propoſitions ) will in all | 
likelihood and probability, preſently re- | 
duce the Guineas to about Twenty five 
Shillings apiece by the moſt Natural and 
Faſie way, without fixing any limited 
Price thereupon by Publick Authority , 
which (if one were to judge by paſt Ex- 
perience ) would neyer be obſerved, at 
leaſt for any time. 

A Corollary : The abovementioned Bal- 
Lance of Trade being (as is before obſer- 
ved) the Original Cauſe of the Scarcity 
of Silver in England, and of the Lolsby the 
Foreign Exchange or Remittances, he 
that can propoſe any .proper Expedients, 
either to leſſen that Ballance, or convert

heard,

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heard. But any Propoſal which ſuppoſes 
the Ballance of Trade muſt be ReGtified be- 
fore our Coins be Amended, or a Rea- 
ſonable Foundation can be fixed for the 
Courſe of the ſame, does but poſtpone the 
Cure of a Diſcaſe which may deſtroy us 
before ſuch a Remedy can ur effect. 
The True and Reaſonable Adjuſtment 
of that which is called by the French, Pied 
de Monoye, and by others Anciently Pes

of the ſame, to be inſtructed ( with as 
much certainty as 1s poflible in things of 
this Nature ) in the preſent State, Plight, 
or Condition of the Coins of this Realm; 
wherein one muſt neceſlarily conſider le- 
veral Matters of Fact, whereof {ome can 
be known or found out, and others can 
only be eſtimated or oueſled at. T han 
endeavoured, as much as I could in a little 
time, to form and Satisfie my ſelf in the 
Particulars tollowing : 
Firſt, The ſeveral Forms or Faſhions 
which have been uſed in the Fabrication 


= Es. 
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of the Moncys, and which of them have 
been and are moſt likely to be moſt Secure 
againit Clipping and Counterteiting. 

Secondly, The Quantities of Silver Coins 
Clipt and Unclipt, that may be reaſonably 
thonght or imagined to remain in the King- 
dom at this day. 

thirdly, How far the Clipt Pieces now 
in being may be Conjectured to have 
been diminithed in their Weight. And 


pon Conſideration of theſe Articles, I 


have endeavourcd ro Compute the Loſs, 
which ( upon Re-coining the Clipt Mo- 
neys_) mult be born either by a Publick 
Aid, or by Particular Perſons, or by both; 
and to make {ſuch other Remarks and In- 
terences as may be ſuitable to the preſent 
Occaſion: In all which, my Sence and O- 
pinion 2re humbly preſented to your 
Lordihips in the manner following. 

As tothe Particulars; All the Moneys 
we have now in England both Gold and 
Silver, are reducible to Two ſorts ; the 
one Stampt with the Hammer, and the 
other Preſt with an Engine, called the

mer'd Money 1s firſt Caſt from the Melt-

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ing Pot into long Bars, thole Bars are cut 


with Sheers into ſeveral {quare Pieces of 


exact Weights, for Sovereigns, Angels, 
Crowns, Half-Crowns, Shillings, ec. Then 
with the Tongs and Hammer they are 
Forged into a Round Shape ; after which 
they are Blanched (that is, made White, 
or refulgent by Nealing or Boiling ) and 
afterwards Stampt or Impreſs'd with an 
Hammer to make them pertc& Money. 
This Method of making Money with the 
Hammer (as appears in the ſaid Red Book, ) 
was praGifed in the Reign of King Ed- 
ward the Firſt ; who (amongſt other great 
Artchievements of- his mot Prudent Go- 
vernment ) left that of Reſtoring and E- 
ſtabliſhing good Moneys tor the Liſe of his 
People, ro recommend his Name to ſub- 
ſequent Generations. He ſent for Mr. Wil- 
liam de Turnemire, and his Brother Peter, 
and others from Marſeilles, and one Friſco- 
bald, and his Companions from Florence, 
and Employed them in the Working chis 
kind of Money, and the Buying and Ex- 
changing of Silver tor that purpoſe, tor 
which he had Thirty Furnaces at Londor, 
Eight at Canterbury ( befides Three the 
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Arch-Biſhop had there ) Twelve at Bri- 
ftol, Twelve at Tork, and more in other 

reat Towns, in all which Places they 
made the ſaid Hammer'd Money of Silver, 
ſupply'd by the Kings Changers Eſtabliſh- 
ed at the ſame Places, who ( according to 
certain Rates or Prices preſcribed to them ) 
took in the Clipr, Rounded and Counter- 
feit Moneys to be Re-Coined, and Bought 
Gold and Silver of the Merchants, and o- 
thers, to be Fabricated into New Money ; 
at the ſame time Ordaining, Quod Procla- 
metur per totum Regnum quod nulla fiat ton- 
ſura de Nova Moneta ſub periculo Vite &» 
Membrorum &- amiſſronis omnium Terrarum 
& Tenementorum, &-c. And this kind of 
Hammer'd Money continued through all 
the Reigns of Succeeding Kings and - 
Queens, till about the Year of our Lord, 
1663. when by ſeveral Warrants, and 
Command of King Charles the Second, 
to wit, by One Warrant Dated the Fifth 
of November, 1662. One Warrant Dated 
the Eighth of April, 1663. And a Third 
Warrant Dated the Twenty fourth of De- 
cember, 1663. The other ſort called Mz/- 
led Money was firſt Fabricated to be Cur- 
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rant in England in this manner * 
Firſt, The Gold or Silver 15 caſt out of 
the Melting Pot into long flat Bars, - which 
Bars. are drawnthorough a Mill Cwrought 
by a Herle ) to produce the juſt Thick- 
nels of Guineas, Half-Guineas, Crowns, 
Half-Crowns, Shillings, e&&-c. Then with 
. forcible Engines, called Cutters, which an- 
{wer exactly to the reſpeFtive Sizes or Di- 
menfions of the Money to be made, the 
Round Pieces are cut out from the Flat 
Bar, ſhaped as aforeſaid ( the Reſidue 
whereof, called Sizel, is Melted again ) 
and then every Piece is Weighed, and 
made to agree exactly with the intended 
Weight, and afterwards carried to other 
Engines ( wrought lecretly ) which put 
the Letters upon the Edges of the larger 
Silver Pieces, and Mark the Edges of the 
reſt with a Graining. The next thing 1s 
the Blanching pertorm'd, as above ; and 
at laſt, every Piece is brought to the Prels,

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 Byduly reflefting upon theſe different 
Kinds, and Conſidering that the Principal 
Offences againſt rhe Coins of the Realm, 
have been, and are either Clipping, Coun« 
terfeiting or Melting down, It may be 
proper to Remark, 


Firſt, That the Crime of Clipping has 
been Practiſed upon the Hammer'd Mo- 
ney in all Ages more of leſs, but moſt ex 
orbitantly of late Years ; notwithſtandin 
the many Examples of Juſtice : For that 
the Offenders make an exceſſive Profit by 
doing a thing ſo eaſie in it ſelf, that ever 
Women and Children ( as well as Men } 
are capable of the Act of Clipping ot 
Rounding. But this Practice of Chpp! ; 
has never been Exercis'd upon the Mill 
Money, and I think never can be, becauſe 
of its Thickneſs and Edging, although no 
further Proviſion againft the ſame fi ould 
be made by Law. | 

Secondly , That as to Counterfeiting, 
the Hammer'd Money is liable chereunto, 


fame, are cheap, and eaſily made and pros .. 
cured, and the Fabrication tliereof may 
, Q a 
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be performed in a little Room, and with 
leſs Art ; ſo that Smiths and other Artifi- | 
cers can readily attain thereunto. But 
the _— for the Mill'd Money are ma- 
ny and very coſtly, not eafie to be pro- 
cured. The Makers or Uſers of ſuch En- 
gines cannot be conceal'd without great 
difficulty, and the Mill'd Money it ſelf, 
being of a much Finer Print chan the other, 
requires more Solemnity, Skill, and curious 
Workmanſhip in its Fabrication ; and' 
| when it's finiſhed, ſhews better the true 
Colour of the Silver, to diſtinguiſh its Ge-| 
nuine from its Counterfeit Pieces : Which 
latter could never be brought to Perfecti-; 
on. Sothat Reckoning only fince the ſaid; 
| Year 1663. ( without any regard to the 
Precedent time ) I verily believe for every 
j finglePiece of Mill'd Money, that has been,

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Thirdly, That as to the Crime of Mele- 


| ing down, it has plainly affected both 


the Hammer'd and MilFd Moneys in their 
reſpeRive turns very fatally ; infomuch 
that the Hammer'd Gold Coins which 
were made in the Reigns of the ſeveral 
Kings and Queens, from Edward the Fitft 
inclufively , till the beginning of the 
Reign of King Charles the Second 
( which would amount to an incredible 
Sum, if they were all in being ) are al- 
moſt totally vaniſhed, having been Mol- 
) from time to time, 
either to make Veſſels or Utenſils, or to 


| Export for Lucre, or to Convert into 


Gold Coins of more Modern Stamps (.in 


| which laſt Caſe the ſame Metal came to 
| be Coin'd over and over again ) it being 
\ evident that we have now in England on- 


ly the Pieces called Guineas, and Half- 


| Gaineas, or few other of Gold Coins, as 
| ts before obſerved. And I think the like 
| muſt have been done with all the Hams 
| mer'd Silver Moneys that were made be- 


fore the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, a ve- 


| ry few only excepted; although the lat- 


| ter would amount to many Millions, if 
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they were all now in being. As to the 
Coins of that Queen, and her Two imme- 
diate Succeſlors ( rhough they make rhe 
Bulk of our preſent Caſh ) the Number 
of them muſt needs have been extreamly 
diminiſhed by Melting, eſpecially whilſt 


they were weighty, and not much worn. 


But ſince the Mill'd Money came inro_ 


Play, becauſe of its Intrinſick Weight and 
Worth, I believe the Crime of Melting 
hath been chiefly pratis'd upon that kind, 
which has apparently reduced it to a imall 
Quantity. Nevertheleſs, when both kinds 
come to have the {ame Weight and Fine- 
neſs, and to be Currant at the ſame Price, 


I think the one will not be more liable te | 
this Miſchief than the other ; and I hope | 
both will be Secured againſt the ſame,

It were enough for me upon this Occa- 
fion, to ſay, That the Houſe of Commons 
judg'd it necefiary to have the Clipt Mo- 
neys Re-Coin'd, having Reſolved thereup- 
on, after many long and mature Delibe- 
rations, in the laſt Seſſion of Parliament. 
But the Evils which for ſome time paſt 
have been growing upon us, in reſpect of 


the Coins, being at length actually Arri- | 


ved, and more ſenſibly Felt, I ſhall take 
leave humbly to State the ſame according 
to the beſt of my Underſtanding, and ſub- 
mit the Judgment thereof to Publick Au- 
thority. 

Firſt, Becauſe ſuch of the $1]ver Coins 
as are uſually Currant, or offer'd in Pay- 
ments, are very Bad and Detective ; the 
Common People ( without any vilible 
Reaſon, other thanto avoid the Danger 
and Vexation of ſuch Moneys) by almoſt 
an Unanimous Conſent and Agreement, 
do take Guineas at Thirty Shillings apiece, 


little more or leſs, which Raiſes the Gold | 


of the Silver Coins. IIf 


here ( as hath been obſerved ) to a much 
higher Price in Proportion than Silver in 
Bullion now goes at, or that Silver in Coin 
will go for, when it ſhall be Raiſed to the 
Foot of Six Shillings and Three Pence for 
the Crown Piece according to this Proje- 
ion. And this exorbitant Price of Gold 
here, hath encouraged Foreign Merchants 
to Import 1t upon us in great Quantities :

r, | Change or Remittances. In every one of | 
R theſe Caſes, they make an unreaſonable 
' Profit by their Gold, which muſt needs, 
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In a little time, Exhauſt a great part of. 
the Real Stock and Wealth of our Nati-- 
on; But particularly in the firſt Caſe, the. 
Bullion or Coin in Silver that is Exported, 
1s really worth much more than the Gold. 
Imported for it; and the Difference be- 
comes a Dead Loſs to England, which La- 
bours too much already under the Scarcity 
of Silver, and will inevitably find it much 
Scarcer and Dearer than it is, if this Gol- 
den Trade continues. In the Second 
Caſe, they can Furniſh Foreign Markets 
with our Native Commodities, which 
would be carried thither by our own Mer- 
chants, who want the aforeſaid Profit of 
the Gold, to enable them to Buy thole 
Goods as Dear, and Sell them as Cheap 
as the Foreigners can. And in the Third 
Caſe, by the great occaſion they have for 
Bills ro draw back the Value of their 
Gold to the Places from whence it came, 
they have Contributed in a great meaſure 
towards Lowering the Exchange to the 
Low Countries; which from divers Caules 
( whereof the Importing of Guineas 1s 
none of the leaſt )1s ſunk ſo very Low, 


that the Publick loſes about Four Shillings 


mn... 
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in the.; Pound. upon all the Moneys Re: 
mitted thither ; Which Loſs Amounts to a 
great deal in the Charge of che Army. 
And the Exchange to Hamburgh and the 
Eaft Conntreys for all Naval Stores, and 
other Goods, is Lower, and to all Pla- 
ces in the Mediterranean ( where our Fleet 
is at preſent ) the Exchange is-yet more 
to our Prejudice. . And in regard the a- 
foreſaid exceflive Advance of the Guinea 
Pieces, at leaſt a great part thereof, can 
be Attributed ( as has been before ob- 
ſerved) to nothing elſe but the Baſe- 
neſs and Defects of the White Moneys, 
there is no Proſpe& of Reducing the 
Gold to a more moderate or reaſonable 
Price, by any means conſiſtent with the 
Intereſt of the Nation, other than the A- 
mendment, and Reſtoring of the Silver 
Coins.

. Nineteenthly, That the Commititoners 
of 'the Treaſury, or .Lord Treaſurer tor 
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the time being, and ſuch Perſon as the 
King thail Appoint to be the Under Trea- 
{urer, or Superviſor for this purpoſe, ſhall 
have the Overſight, Rule, Order and Go- 
vernment of this Afﬀair, according to the 
Laws that ſhall be Enacted tor the ſame, 
and ſhall have power to Adminiſter the 
Oaths, and take fufficient Securities 1n rhe 
Kings Name, trom all the Officers belong- 
Ing to the Change, and ſuch of the Off- 
cers of the Mint as ought to give Securt- 
ty, and to require Weekly,-or other Ac- 
counts from the ſeveral Offices, and par- 
ticularly to cauſe the general Accounts of 
the ſaid Changers, and of the Accompt- 
Ing Ofhcers ot the Mint, to be Patled m_ 
the Exchequer, in fuch due Form as they 
ought to be, and to allow ſuch Salaries, and 
Incident Charges as ſhall be reaſonable tor 
the performance of this Service,and allo to 
allow the realonable waſt in the Coinage. 
Twentieth, That all Perſons Concerned 
may have trce Accels to the ſeveral Legers 
and Regiſters betore-menrioned ; and no 
Fee or-Charge ſhall be asked or taken of 
them, for any Matter or Thing which 1 
to be done by any Officer 1n Execution of 
this Projet; id 11 Twenty, 
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Twentyfirſt, That at the Firſt Seffion of 
Parliament after Michaels, 1696. the 
ſaid Commillioners of the Treaſury, or 
Lord Treaſurer for the time being, and 
the ſaid Under-Treaſurer or Superviſor 
General for this Aﬀair, ſhall deliver fair- 
ly Written to each of the Two Houſes of 
Parliament, a True and Exact Account of 
all the Clipr or Diminiſh'd Moneys which 
thall have been broughtia to beRecain'd, 
by the Tale and W cigh it thereof, appear- 
ing 1n the re{pective Offices of the Chan- 
gers; and of all the New Moneys which 
thall have been Coin'd in the {aid ſeve- 
ral Mints, diſtinguiſhing thole proceed- 
ing from the Silver of the Old Moneys 
from the Coins made of any other Bul- 
lion, and ſhewing particularly the Plate of 
the Retailers of Wine, Beer, and other 
Liquors, and the Quantities of Money 
made thereof; alſo the Totals of the faid 
Regiſters for the Values of the Clipr Mo- 
ney, and the Diſcharging of the ſame, 
and how much (if any part ) thall then 
remain Unfatisfed, and the Iike Account 
ow be Preſented | to His Majclty.

ED I ax ready occurred in this Re- 
port, with a {mall Addition, as follows. 
Firſts, The W eighty Money ( both 
Mill'd and Hammer'd ) now Hoarded, 
will come forth at a Raiſed Value, which 
( according to the above Eſtimation ) may 
make One Million and Six hundred 
thouſand Pounds more or leſs; belides 
the Guineas and Hali Guineas, whichare 
but too numerous at their preſent Rate. 
Secondly, The Bills for the Clipt Mo- 
ney will be ſo Profitable and Certain,

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and have ſucha quick Courſe of Payment, 
as aforeſaid, that they will ſerve as ſo 
much Running Caſh ; and in the coming 
forth, the Number of them will encreaſe 
from day to day ; that irom Firſt ro Laſt, 
they will by Eſtimation amount to above 
Three Millions. 

Thirdly, As thoſe Bills are Paid off, 
the New Moneys Coin'd, with the Silver 
of the Clipr, will come in their ſtead, 
the Fabrication whereof will begin pre- 
ſently, and the Work will be Carried on 
with as much Expedition as can be made 
by Ten Mints. 

Fourthly, Importers of Bullion, and all 
others that have or can have any Foreign 
or Engliſh Silver (even the Silver of Coun- 
terfeit Moneys ) in their Hands, will 
have a viſible Encouragement to carry the 
ſame forthwith to the Mint to be Coin'd. 

Fifthly, It may be Enacted, That all 
Perſons that Sell Wine, Strong-waters, 
Bear, Ale or other Liquors by Rerail, ſhall 
by a Pretixt Day, bring their Tankards, 
Cups, Dithes and other Plate to {ome or 
one of the Mints, to be Coin 'd into New 
Money, ar the Rate of Six Shillings and

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Five Pence Halt-peny an Ounce, under 
Pain of Forfeiture thereof, and that the 
New Money procceding from the ſame 
ſhall be Delivered to them according to 
the preſent Courle of the Mint. 

FT have ( my Lords ) in this difficult 
Matter Confidered and Digeſted as many 
things as were poſſible for me in ſo ſhort a 
time; and I cannot forbear ( before I end) 
to Alledge, that if the Coins are to be A- 
mended and Eſtabliſhed according to 
theſe Propoſitions (which may be ReGth- 
ed and Improved by Men of greater Judg- 
ment and Skill ) I cannot foreſee that e- 
ven whilſt the Work 1sCarrying on, there 
will Accrue ſuch Publick Dilorder, Da- 
mage or Diſtreſs, as the Nation Labours 
under before the Work 1s put 1a hand.
